DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant amended claims 1 and 6 in the amendment received on 
10/17/2003. The pending claims are 1-31. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closet available prior arts, [USP 5,864,632], issued to Ogawa et al. in 
combined with Applicant Admitted Prior Art, and USP 6,470,265, issued to Tanaka also 
teaches a method for updating a geographic database. However, as in claims 1 and 6, 
Ogawa, Applicant Admitted Prior Art and Tanaka fail to teach or suggest the steps of 
determining whether said report is suitable for confirmation by satellite imagery; if said report 
is suitable for confirmation by satellite imagery, obtaining a satellite image containing said 
location of said errors. In claim 30, Ogawa, Applicant Admitted Prior Art and Tanaka fail 
to teach or suggest the steps of determining whether said report relates to a type of error 
that is suitable for confirmation by satellite imagery; if said report does relate to the type of 
error that is suitable for confirmation by satellite imagery, obtaining a satellite image of 
location. Therefore, the invention is allowable over the prior arts for being directed to a 
combination of claimed elements including the providing steps as indicated above.
